The Examiner's summation in the Interview Summary form, PTOL-413, dated 
August 7, 2006, is correct. (The official mailing date of this communication was 
August 1 1 , 2006.) The following comments are being provided for purposes of further 
elaborating on the substance of the telephone conference held between Applicants 1 
undersigned representative and the Examiner's Supervisor. 

On August 7, 2006, the undersigned initiated a telephone conference with the 
Examiner's Supervisor, Mr. Wael Fahmy, to briefly discuss with him the nature of the 
amendments to be made to the claims and whether such amendments would be 
entered if formally submitted, noting that the above-identified application was under a 
Final Office Action status, at that time. In this regard, the Examiner's Supervisor 
indicated that the filing of an amendment that would include a set of substitute claims 
which specifically call for a power amplifier module including a GSM system and a DCS 
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system. . .would definitely require a newly formulated substantive review and, therefore, 
would not be entered by the Examiner. (The telephone conference was held with the 
Examiner's Supervisor in view of the Examiner's absence.) In consideration of this, the 
undersigned indicated that Applicants would therefore agree to file a Continuation 
Application in which, also, a new set of claims directed to "a power amplifier module 
including a GSM system and a DCS system" would be submitted in the form of a 
Preliminary Amendment. No further matters were discussed in the telephone 
conference

thanked for his courteousness and helpful discussion with regard to the above matter.
